Well, that short run of “contention” was fun while it lasted. We're out of the mix (not that we ever expected to be in it this season) and sit eight games 
back (45-53) in both the AL West and wild card with 11 games against Houston and Seattle coming out of the All Star break. The Draft happened. And we’re 
two weeks out from the Deadline, albeit with very little to offer. 


Before diving into the Draft recap, a brief look at the current state of the Angels as we return from the All Star break, starting with the hitters. Logan 
O’Hoppe and Mike Trout both made the All Star team as reserves. Trout went ballistic in June, hitting .299/.419/.540 (163 wRC+) and has carried it into July 
as well. He’s tracking towards a potential 6-WAR season. Team-wise, here’s where we stack up:

We’ve been reasonably healthy thus far and were overdue for an injury. Zach Neto was the casualty, as he banged up his foot on an awkward 
defensive play at second base last week and will miss 3-4 weeks. It’s a shitty, albeit short-term setback for Neto, who is in the midst of a true breakout 
season:

Without a viable shortstop option at Salt Lake — and to avoid making a 40-man move — we promoted 22-year-old Arol Vera straight from Rocket City. 
He’s well outside of our organizational top 30 but was added to the 40-man last December because of his excellent glove at both middle infield spots. He 
wasn’t hitting much at Rocket City (83 wRC+) and hasn’t gotten to the power that was expected when he signed several years ago. For now, he'll back up 
Miguel Rojas at shortstop and likely draw one start per week until Neto returns. 


You might notice a new name in the below stat chart. Old man Andrew McCutchen, who will turn 39 at the end of the season, is (for now) an Angel. 
The Pirates traded Cutch to Kansas City at the 2024 Deadline. He entered free agency in the offseason and latched on with the Twins on a contingent minor 
league deal. He didn’t hit enough in Minnesota (90 wRC+ in 144 PAs) and was released in early June when the Twins needed a roster spot. After a week idle 
on the market, we offered him a minor league deal and sent him to Salt Lake to get back up to speed. He made his Anaheim debut two weeks ago and is 
DH’ing against lefties with sporadic appearances against righties. We're trying to keep him out of the field, but he’s getting occasional innings in left field, 
where he’s below-average but not horrendous. His vaunted leadership skills are a nice fit within our young clubhouse. If the right offer comes along at the 
Deadline, he could be in a new uniform (again) by August 1, but (obviously) I’m not expecting much in return. 


Of note, Grant McCray has injected himself into the fringes of the AL ROY race. Despite missing the first month of the season, he’s already 
accumulated 1.3 WAR — most of it derived from his elite defense in center field and his basestealing prowess (12-for-12 thus far). There’s still a little bit of 
room for growth with the bat, but I’m sticking with my earlier Trent Grisham comp (in a good way!) 


Oh man...Luis Rengifo. A no good, very bad, terrible year. Some idiot handed him a three-year extension in the offseason. Can't run. Can't hit. 
Looks like hot garbage in the field. Who gave him all of that guaranteed money? Woops. My bad.

An Early Trade 


We don’t have much to offer at the Deadline, but we did make an early trade yesterday (July 18th). Despite our non-contending status, we were the 
ostensible “buyer” here, acquiring Anthony Bender and his 2 % remaining years of arb control from the Marlins in exchange for 24 year-old Puerto Rican 
outfielder Jadiel Sanchez, our 23rd-ranked prospect. 


The Marlins are always eager to part with increasingly-expensive players — especially fungible assets like relievers — and Bender is heading into an 
offseason in which he could cost $2.5-$3M at arb. We can afford that number; they likely cannot. He’s having another excellent season and has evolved into 
one of the most reliable middle/late inning relievers in baseball. In 40 innings this year, he’s pitched to a 2.90 ERA/3.03 FIP with a 25.8% K rate and 8.9% BB 
rate. In a bullpen filled with homer-prone arms, his 0.4 HR/9 (0.5 last season) is a breath of fresh air. Bender immediately becomes the second-best arm in 
our bullpen and will slide into a high-leverage role in front of Robert Stephenson, who is starting to generate some trade buzz from contenders in need of a 
reliable late-inning reliever. Teams unwilling to pay the prospect capital for Devin Williams or Pete Fairbanks (both of whom are on the block as impending 
free agents but will cost highly-regarded prospects) might look to us as a fallback option. With Stephenson under control through 2026 and us hoping to start 
contending again next season, we're in no great rush to move him, but we’d be foolish not to listen. 


The Phillies drafted Jadiel Sanchez in the 12th round in 2019 out of a Puerto Rican high school. He arrived in the Angels organization — along with 
Mickey Moniak — in the 2022 Deadline trade involving Noah Syndergaard. My view on him is a 4th/Sth outfielder with above-average defense in the corners 
but not enough power to play a semi-regular role. In 327 PAs at AA Rocket City, he hit .257/.373/.422 with excellent bat-to-ball skills (13.8% BB rate; 15.0% 
K rate) and a league-average 101 wRC+. He’s been Rule 5-eligible for two seasons but is now at a juncture where it might make sense for the Marlins to add 
him to the 40-man prior to the next Rule 5 Draft. We’re deep enough in big league and upper-minors OF depth that he was an expendable piece for Bender.

e Our pitching is horrendous...but we don’t have an open rotation spot at the moment after Patrick Sandoval made it back from last year’s UCL 


surgery. He made his first big league start a few days ago after a lengthy build-up in the minors and will enter his final run through arbitration in the 
offseason. Jose Soriano went to Double A two months ago for a reset and is still there — not because he needs more time, but because there isn’t a 


spot. Sam Bachman, the #9 overall pick 2021 (#Bust), is still at Salt Lake and hasn’t pitched in the bigs since April. If we move any of Tyler 
Anderson, Griffin Canning, or Zach Eflin at the Deadline, then a spot will open up.

The Marlins threw a significant wrench into our Draft plans, nabbing our preferred target, Clemson center fielder Cam Cannarella, with 
the second overall pick after Arizona predictably selected Ethan Holiday first overall. Though | expected Cannarella to be there at pick four (with a full-value 
“slot” demand) we had a contingency plan in-place in which we would cut an under-slot deal with one of the other projected early-mid first round college 
hitters, and then use our savings to select one or two pricey, difficult high school signees. It was a difficult draft for pitching, as California high schooler Seth 
Hernandez was the first one off the board all the way down at #12. Stanford’s Matt Scott was the first college arm at #19.

The bad news is that Aloy is not a typical, top five-level talent. He’s exceedingly unlikely to remain at shortstop once he reaches the high minors and is less 
developed than most early first round pick college picks. He was also under-recruited out of high school, playing two years at Sac State prior to transferring 
to Arkansas. The good news is that there’s ample remaining projection here and he has a very real ceiling as an All Star-caliber second baseman upon 
reaching full maturity. He communicated his willingness to sign well under-slot in order to go in the first five picks, and once Texas A & M outfielder Jace 
LaViolette went third to the White Sox, we knew Aloy would be our guy. Given the choice (hypothethically), we likely would have taken him over LaViolette 
due to concerns over Jace’s future defensive position (he needs a ton of work to be a passable corner outfielder and is more likely to end up at first base). 
The other possible option here was switch-hitting Coastal Carolina catcher Caden Bodine — one of two catchers projected to go in the top half of the first 
round — and had we simply gone “best player available,” we might’ve taken Bodine. My concern there was that Bodine could be big league-ready by the end 
of next season and would then be blocked by O’Hoppe, leading to a potential trade. The Nats selected him a few picks after us (7th overall). Aloy signed two 
weeks ago for $6.1M — approximately $1.6M below slot.

Like Wehiwa Aloy, Gibbs is a 
borderline shortstop who would excel at either second base or third base. There will be plenty of time to sort it out as he is several years away from Anaheim 
and might struggle for the foreseeable future with his bat-to-ball skills. Even if the bat takes forever, he has a strong foundation with his defense and 
baserunning. Gibbs generated some mid-late first round buzz in the pre-draft process but had a strong commitment to UGA, so this was a reasonably good 
value at pick 46. He forewent the UGA commitment to sign for slot money and is getting his first pro reps with the complex team in Arizona.

Kreig is widely-lauded for his work ethic, intellect, 
and leadership skills, all of which he’ll need if he’s going to grind his way to the bigs with a profile that has fallen out of favor in baseball circles over the last 
few seasons.
